DETROIT (A P) — The four 
m ajor auto companies — Gener­ 
al Motors, Ford, Chrysler and 
Am erican Motors — are slicing 
production. All four firm s have 
reported lagging sales and de­ 
clines in profits. 
The industry, a key force in 
the U. S. economy, was jolted 
Friday when G eneral

revealed it would cut its auto 
output by 8.1 per cent, 
GM, the nation’s largest auto 
bulkier, said the cutback would 
start with a 3.7 per cent reduc­

1,000-Year-Old Ban Lifted 
Catholics To Be Permitted Meat on Friday 


WASHINGTON (A P) - U.S. 
Roman 
Catholics 
now 
must 
decide for them selves whether 
to eat m eat on Fridays. 
But if they decide to discon­ 
tinue the 1,000-ycar-old tradition 
of Friday abstinence, they arc 
urged strongly by their bishops 
to substitue some ober form of 
voluntary penance. 
In 
an 
historic 
decree 
an­ 


nounced Friday night, the Na­ 
tional 
Conference of Catholic 
Bishops released the nation’s 45 
million Catholics from m andato­ 
ry Friday abstinence on most 
Fridays of the year. 
The change is effective Dec. 2 
— the first Friday of Advent — 
but since in m ost dioceses the 
no-meat rule if lifted on the day 
after Thanksgiving, most U.S.

join 
fellow 
churchm en in France, Italy and 
Canada in eating m eat next F ri­ 
day. 
French, Italian and Canadian 
bishops freed Catholics in those 
countries from the rule of ab­ 
stinence earlier this year.

Catholic Reaction to Ban-Lift Varies 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Like 
millions of other American Ro 
m an Catholics, Carl F. Orgren 
had just finished a seafood din 
ner when he heard the news: 
the 
church’s 
m andatory 
rule 
against eating m eat on Friday 
had been abolished. 
“ It’s too bad it didn’t come a 
little earlier in the day," said 
the 29-year-old associate profes­ 
sor at Wayne State University 
in Detroit, Mich. “ I just finished 
an oyster stew. Now I’ll proba­ 
bly have a hot dog before I go to 
bed." 
Orgren 
doubtless 
had 
not 
heard that the historic action 
announced Friday night by U.S. 
bishops becomes effective Dec. 
2 
—not im m ediately. But his 
reaction appeared to sum up the 
feelings of many cf his fellow 
church m em bers. 
A random sam pling by The 
Associated Press of the views of 
Rom an 
Catholics 
across 
the 
country also showed, however, 
th at many others will continue 
to abstain from eating m eat on 
Friday. 


“ I can’t see where fasting on 
Friday has caused any hardship 
for anyone," said Elizabeth Er- 
hardt, Baltim ore, Md. " It’s just 
a sm all sacrifice." 
Wilma Greenway, a Detroit 
art gallery employe, said she 
was sorry the rulo was abol­ 
ished. 
“ The old traditions had m erit. 
I intend to keep right on eating 
fish on F ridays," she said. 
But in Columbus. Ohio, medi­ 
cal student Tom Ebner, 25, re­ 
sponded forcefully to a report­ 
e r’s question: “ Will I eat m eat? 
Sure I’ll eat m eat. I hate fish!" 
Susanne Baranyk 27, Chica­ 
go, said, “ It will be great for 
planning Friday meals. You can 
do som ething different. I think 
it’s wonderful. We never liked 
fish anyw ay." 
Other church m em bers also 
said lifting of the ban will help 
in some social situations. 
“ You won’t be in the em bar­ 
rassing situation of having to 
m ake your beliefs conspicuous 
in public," said Gloria Reis, 31, 
a Columbus housewife. “ I don’t 


believe it is necessary to w ear 
one’s faith like a Kiwanis but­ 
ton The most ostentatious Cath­ 
olic isn’t necessarily the best." 
A 35-year-old medical techni­ 
cian in Houston said: “ 1 think 
there are 
much 
more m ajor 
item s before them up there — 
birth control and m arriages," 
she said. “ There are so m any 
other things to eat nowadays, no 
m eat doesn’t m atter.” 
In Milton, 
Mass., 
Patricia 
Wolfe said she would continue 
having fish on Friday. 
But she added: “ Now my hus­ 
band can have a hot dog at 
hockey 
gam es. 
They 
always 
taste so great there." 
The U.S. bishops noted that in 
recent 
centuries 
in 
Ireland, 
England and the United States 
“ the obligation of Friday abs­ 
tinence was interpreted 
most 
strictly" and “ becam e alm ost 
synonomous with being a prac­ 
ticing Catholic." But, they ob­ 
served. “ it was not so strictly 
interpreted in the traditionally 
Catholic areas 
of coninentae 
Europe." 


The U.S. bishops, winding up 
an extraordinary meeting of the 
national conference, m ade sev­ 
eral exceptions to their decree. 
They said Catholics still must 
abstain and fast — lim it the 
consumption of food in general. 
—on Ash W ednesday, the first 
day of Lent, and on Good F ri­ 
day, the Friday before E aster, 
and other Fridays in Lent. 
The bishops said in their pas­ 
toral 
statem ent 
that on 
Ash 
W ednesday and on the Fridays 
during Lent “ the obligation to 
abstain and or fast is so sub­ 
stantial that “ no Catholic Chris­ 
tian will lightly excuse him self’ 
from it." 
The 
action 
was taken, the 
bishops said, “ in the hope that 
the 
Catholic 
community 
will 
ordinarily continue to abstain 
from m eat by free choice as 
form erly we did in obedience to 
church law ." 
The law first was decreed by 
Pope Nicholas I (858-867). But 
Friday dates from the early 
days of Christianity as a day set 
aside for aets of mortification 
and 
penance 
in 
m em ory 
of 


C hrist’s suffering and death. 
Following decisions of the Va­ 
tican Council, Pope Paul said 
earlier this year “ the Apostolic 
See intends to reorganize peni­ 
tential discipline with practices 
more suited to our tim es." He 
left it to the discretion of the 
national churches to rule on the 
m eat-on-Friday ban.

CINCINNATI (A P) — A wide 
search was under way today1 
for a man, believed to be a sex 
pervert, who kidnaped a 9-year- 
old handicapped boy from his 
school and released him five 
hours later.

searched five hours for Michael 
Dignan after he was reported 
missing at 5 p.m. from Swifton 
Prim ary School for the handi­ 
capped. He was found by his 
lather, Frank R. Dignan aboui 
whether he had been molested. 
Police said it was the second 
kidnaping of a Swifton pupil 
within the last 18 months, lead 
ing them to believe Michael was 
taken by a sex offender. 
In the first case, another 9- 
year - old boy was picked up 
at the school, driven to a park­ 
ing lot at the Cincinnati G ard­ 
ens, sexually molested, and then 
released. 
Police reports also show that 
a m an tried to molest two sm all 
girls in an apartm ent building 
a block from the school last 
July. The description of that 
man was sim ilar to the one who 
attacked the boy 18 months ago 
police said.

speech, but indicated to officers 
he had been in a car by making 
motions with his hands to indi­ 
cate handling a steering wheel.

In Viet Fight 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Sec­ 
retary of State Dean Rusk has 
indicated the United States is 
hold'ng open the possibility that 
a silence in the ground war in 
Viet Nam will be m atched by a 
silence in the air w ar — at least 
for Christm as and the lunar 
New Year. 
But Rusk added at a news 
conference Friday: “ I would no 
want to hold out the expectation 
that a prolonged pause in t h e 
bombing might occur." 
He said there have been no 
indications from the other side 
as to what would happen if the 
bombing were stopped. But he 
drew a distinction between the 
idea of a general pause — like 
the one that lasted 37 days over 
the last Christm as season — 
Carefully 
emphasizing 
his 
words, 
Rusk said that what 
might happen during such spe­ 
cial days as C hristm as and the 
Tet — lunar New Y ear — period 
would depend on the South Viet­ 
nam ese and to som e extent on 
the Viet Cong, the Communist 
guerrillas. 
The Tet, which covers a three- 
day period in the second week 
of 
February, 
ushers 
in 
the 
“ Y ear of the Sheep" in the 
Chinese lunar calendar. 
At his first news conference in 
two months, Rusk avoided tak­ 
ing flat position against a holi­ 
day truce provided the o t h e r 
side stopped shooting. But he 
did rule out any one-side ges­ 
ture by the United States to stop 
bombing North Viet Nam with­ 
out some assurance of recipro­ 
cal action. 
On another subject, the secre­ 
tary put Czechoslovakia on no­ 
tice that relations with the Unit­ 
ed States would be affected if 
there is not a speedy solution to 
the case of Vladimir Kazan-Ko- 
m arek, 
an 
Am erican 
travel 
agent arrested in Prague on spy 
chrges. 
Rusk said the United States is 
“pressing very hard for im m e­ 
diate consular access’* to the 
travel agent, a form er Czech 
who was arrested while return­ 
ing from a travel conference in 
Moscow. 
The 42-year-old travel agent, 
a naturalized Am erican citizen, 
has been accused by the Czech 
government of having organized 
and operated an underground 
organization in Czechoslovakia

DETROIT (AP) — The four 
major auto companies — Gener­ 
al Motors, Ford, Chrysler and 
American Motors — are slicing 
production. All four firms have 
reported lagging sales and de­ 
clines in profits. 
The industry, a key force in 
the U. S. economy, was jolted 
Friday when General 
Motors 
revealed it would cut its auto 
output by 8.1 per cent. 
GM, the nation s largest auto 
builder, said the cutback would 
start with a 3.7 per cent reduc­ 
tion in December and an addi­ 
tional 4.4 per cent in January. 
An undetermined number of 
workers will be laid off assem­ 
bly lies as l l of its 23 assembly 


plants around the nation reduce 
their output, GM said. 
“These are rugged days for 
General 
Motors,” 
the

board chairman, 
Frederic G. 
Donner, said only last month.

frozen food loses quality inceras- 
es; at 15 degrees, deteriorating 
occurs rather quickly, and at 
25 to 30 the changes take place 
several times more rapidly. 
Since most product* will 
be 
cold and hard at 20 to 25, the 
fact that food is frozen hard 
and cold is no sign that quality 
is being 
maintained. 
Holding I 
frozen food at 25 to 50 for even 
one day can cause much more 
damage to eating quality 
and 
nutritional value than holding 
at zero for a whole year. 
Temperature damage to fros- 
an foods cannot be corrected, 
and the damage accumulates. 
Signs of temperature damage 
in frozen foods vary with the 
product. Here are some of the 
things thst happen to different 
produce when they suffer dam­ 
age: 
Fruits — changes include lots 
of 
vitamin 
C, 
browning 
of 
peaches, loss of flavor in straw­ 
berries, loss of flavor in raspber­ 
ries and darkening and toughen 
ing of the akin in cherries. 
Concentrated juices — t h e 
visible change ta the separation 
of thick and thin part« when the 
juice is mixed with water. Fla­ 
vor also is lost 
Vegetables — the first change 
is in color, then in flsvor loss. 
Green snap beans can change in 
color from bright green 
to a 
brownish green after three days 
at 30 degrees. Peas will change 
to a gray-green in three weeks 
at 20 degrees. 
Poultry Products — kiss of 
flavor doubles for each rise of 
ten 
degrees 
In 
temperature. 
Quality changes more quickly 
in turkeys than in chickens, and 
faster in cut-up poultry than in 
whole birds. Turkey skint may 
darken noticeably 
in a 
short 
time if held at 10 to 25 degrees. 
Other Products—baked goods, 
prepared foods, meats, fish, lose 
quality at too high temperatur­ 
es. At 20 degrees fried chicken 
will change flavor in less than 
two weeks; staleness or rancid­ 
ity develops within six weeks to 
three months; 
mold grows on 
pies held for nine months. 
In genersi, for each rise of 
10 degrees of temperature the

frozen food loses quality incerts-1 
es; at 15 degrees, deteriorating 
occurs rather quickly, and at 
25 to 30 the changes take place 
several times more rapidly. 
Since most products will 
be 
cold and hard at 20 to 25, the 
fact that food is frozen hard 
and cold is no sign that quality 
is being maintained. 
Holding 
frozen food at 25 to 30 for even 
one day can cause much more 
damage to eating quality and 
nutritional value than holding 
at zero for a whole year. 
Temperature damage to froz­ 
en foods cannot be corrected, 
and the damage accumulates. 
Signs of temperature damage 
in frozen foods vary with the 
product. Here are some of the 
things that happen to different 
produce when they suffer dam­ 
age: 
Fruits — changes include loss 
of 
vitamin 
C, 
browning 
of 
peaches, loss of flavor in straw­ 
berries, loss of flavor in raspber­ 
ries and darkening and toughen­ 
ing of the skin in cherries. 
Concentrated juice* — t h e 
visible change ts the separation 
of thick and thin parts when the 
juice is mixed with water. Fla­ 
vor also is lost 
Vegetable* — the first change 
is in color, then in flavor loss. 
Green snap beans can change in 
color from bright green to a 
brownish green after three days 
at 30 degrees. Peas will change 
to a gray-green in three weeks 
at 20 degrees. 
Poultry Products -» loss of 
flavor doubles for each rise of 
ten 
degrees 
in 
temperature. 
Quality changes more quickly 
in turkeys than in chickens, sod 
faster in cut-up poultry than in 
whole birds. Turkey skins may 
darken noticeably in a short 
time if beld at IO to 25 degrees. 
Other Products—baked goods, 
prepared foods, meats, fish, lose 
quality at too high tem peratur­ 
es. At 20 degrees fried chicken 
will change flavor in less than 
two weeks; staleness or rancid­ 
ity develops within six weeks to 
three months; 
mold grows od 
pies held for nine months.

NEW YORK (AP) — Reunion 
of the Eastern Orthodox and Ro 
man Catholic churches will be 
achieved in the foreseeable fu­ 
ture, the New York Times Fri­ 
day quoted the world’s ranking 
Orthodox prelate as saying in 
an interview.
